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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant is arguing that the combination of the 
prior art, for claim 1 would be impossible by the fact that the sump is in the front and for the spray arm to be move over the sump it would 
make the spray arm stick out. That is correct, but the sump which the prior art shows underneath the spray arm, can be move in the prior 
art, thus the spray arm would not stick out and would operate fine. 

The applicant further argues the plane of rotation which is directed to the proposed amendment which requires further search and 
consideration, thus at this time this arguments are moot.
